The whole subject of imprisonment for 
debt presents difficulties, which are not easy 
to reconcile to the feelings of humanity and the 
principles of justice. A wise legisiature will ap- 
proach it with eaution and deliberate long, be- 
fore it enacts a law in which the interesis of so 
many men, both debtors and creditors, are in- 
volved. 

It is said that since the prison limits have 
been restricted in this county, an immense 
number of debtors have been committed on 
execution. Among this number it would be 
indeed strange if there were not some cases of 
peculiar hardship, for all men are subject to 
misfortune and casualty, and some creditors 
will not stop short of any legal means to cel- 
lect their demands-—some creditors are com- 
pelled to do so, or to be themselves imprisoned 
It is not with them a matter of 
choice, but of absolute necessity. 

But there is one class of debtors, towards 
whom the law should show no clemency — those 
who positively and peremptorily refuse to

BY THE CITY COUNCIL. 

N ORDER regulating the going at large of COWS 
and the right of pascurage on Bustun Common. 

Sec 1. It as ordered, Vhat trom and after the tenth 
day of June next, no Cow shall be permitted to go at 
large within the city, without having a Tally upon her 
neck, having the owner’s name thereon, and also num- 
bered aud marked, as herein after provided. 

Sec. 2. tis further ordered, Vhat from and after 
the said tenth day of June next, the owner of every 
Cow, which shall be pastured on the Common, shall 
pay the sur of five dollars, annually, for that privi- 
lesre, the pay:nent to be made to the Clerk of the city, 
who thereupon shall register such Cow, and her num- 
ber, and owner's name, and shail grant the liberty of 
pasturage on the Common, for the current year: Pro- 
vided, that no citizen shall be entitled to pasture more 
than one Cow, at the same time, cn the Common : Al- 
so provided, that in cases of poverty, the Mayor and 

Aldermen, being satisfied thereof, may grant the privi- 
lere without such payment. 

Sec. 3. It is further ordered, That the Mayor and 
Aldermen shall cause suitabie ‘Tallies, with marks and 
numbers, to be prepared, to be delivered by the City 
Clerk to the owner of such cow; and the Clerk shall pay 
over the amount of such licence from time to time,as di- 
rected by the Mayor and Aldermen, to the City Treas- 
urer. And every cow found at large is the streets of 
this city, not having a driver at least fourteen years of 
age, and also not having a Tally, marked and number- 
ed as above provided, shall be liable to be impounded 
by any field driver, and detained by him until the pay- 
ment of one dollar therefor, by the owner, together 
with the charges of such impounding and keeping. 

Sec. 4. It is further ordered, That similar Tallies 
shall be delivered free of charge to those owners of 
Cows who shall have hired the right of pasturage on the 
neck lands: Provided, ‘That nothing in this order shall 
be considered as applying tu Cows owned and kept at 
South Boston. .

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EGYPTIAN MUMMY. 

The following account of the Mcemmy now exhibit- 
ing at Doggett’s Repository, is by Dr. Warren, to whom 
the labour of opening the case containing it had been 


assigned. 
Messrs. TILDEN and Eprs,—It having been thought 
necessary thut some account should be given of the 
appearances on opening the Fgyptian Mummy, = 
sented by yourselves and Mr. Van Lennep to the Mas- 
sachusetts General Hospital, this duty has devolved 
on me on account of my cennexion with the hespital, 
The rough packing case of common hoards being open- 
ed a coffin or sarcophagus was found within,about seven 
feet long and of a proportionate breadth. The upper 
part of it is carved to the form of a human head, intend- 
ed, as it seems from the accounts of ancient authors, 
to represent the features of the deceased individual, 
The complexion is painted of a reddish colour; the 
eyes black ; the nose is broad ; the face short, and the 
whole physiognomy agreeable, but not remarkable for 
its beauty. The head is covered by a cloth or turban 
of striped material, confined behind the ears and de- 
pendent to the shoulders and breast, in a manner fa- 
miliar to those accustomed to examine Egyptian hu. 
man fizures. Below the sculptured face appear a 
great number of figures painted in a variety of colours, 
uncommonly fresh ana well preserved. ‘The superior 
of them seprezents the winged globe, the emblem, a- 
mong the Fgyptians, of eternity. At the inferior part 
appeared the tutelary hawk, accompanied by the pene- 
trating and ever-watching eye. The rest of the exte- 
rior of this sarcophagus is quite covered with hicro- 
givphical figures aod enchorial or common Egyptian 
characters, reguiariv placed in compartments of various 
sizes. The hieroglyphics are painted in rich colours, 
and are probably intended to represent the funeral 
processions and cereinonies performed in honour of the 
deceased person. The meaning of the common char- 
acters is uiknown ; but the learned may possibly here- 
afier make out from them an account of her quality, 
actions, the period of her existence and death. All 


the figures are painied with water colcurs on a ground | 


of white plaster, of a close texture, which is spread 
over a firm linen cloth, enveloping the sarcophagus 
and made to adhere to it closely. by a cement olf gum. 
Proceeding to open this sarcophagus at the sides, it 
was found to be composed of two pieces ot wood dug 
out of solid sticks ; they are about two inches in thick- 
ness; and are connected laterally by projecting pieces 
from the one received into corresponding cavities of the 
other. The wood is sycamore, in fine preservation, 
excepting where the plaster had been destroyed, and 
there the decomposition appears to have proceeded to 
a small extent only. The interior, being exposed, ex- 
hibited paintings on a white ground, not so numerous 
but more remarkable than those on the outside. The 
principal of these, placed at the back or bottom, as we 
should call it, on the inside, is a full length human 
figure, with the hawk’s head, covered with a green 
net work, similar to the net of beads found on the 
Mummy ; holding a staff with the head ot the Hoop, a 
bird of passage, to represent the mutabiity ol human 
afairs. and surrounded by a curved line beginning and 
ending in a globe, meant probably as another emblem 
ofeternity. ‘This figure with its emblems is undoubt-

Notr.—The Egyptians were led to the cperation of 
embalming by their peculiar notions of the connection 
between the soul and body. They believed that the 
soul was immortal ; that while the body remained en- 
tire. the soul continued with it; that as soon as the 
body decayed the spirit passed into the body of some 
quadruped, whence their reverence of animals; fur- 
ther they believed that after a period of three thousand 
years, the soul was allowed to inhabit another human 
body. 

‘The ancient Egyptians employed different modes of 
embalming, according to the rank and estimation ot 
the deceased person. ‘The following was considered 
the most perfect: Soon after death the body was giv- 
en to the embalmers, who began their operations by 
removing the viscera’ The brain was taken out 
through the nostrils, by breaking down the ethmoid 
bone, and passing a curved knile or hook iato the cav- 
ity of the skull Whatever could not be removed in 
this way was washed out by certain liquids, An in- 
cision 2 1-2 inches long was made into the left side 
through which all the viscera was drawn out except- 
ing the heart and kidnies. The cavities were well 
washed, filled with aromatic gums and covered with 
natron (carbonate of soda.) After the soda had been 
applied 7U days, the body was dried, and covered with 
asphaltas, the bitumen of India. ‘The corpse was al- 
terwards enveloped in a multitude of turns of banda- 
ges, and covered with a cleth. Having compieted 
their labours, the embalmers returned the body to the 


friends, who caused a wooden box or sarcophagus of 


sycamore wood to be made, en which a kind of plaster 
Was applied, and covered with characters and hiero- 
givphics. ‘his box was carved at one end to repre- 
sent the face of the deceased person, and alter being 
closed was placed upright in room devoted to the 
purpose, where it remained a year or more, before it 
was carried to the ca acombs, 

In Geuesis, chapter 50, it is said that the process of 
embaliaing the body of Jacob, in Egypt, required 40 
days. and the mourning lasted 70 days. This occur- 
red at a period some hundred years hetore the reizn of

‘This sarcophagus was found to contain a second, 
which in most respects resembled it. In form, they are 
both alike. exactly fitted to encloze a human body. 
The carved head, the hieroglyphics and characters, 
the coverings of plaster, and ot cloth, lave a general 
resem! tance ; but instead of the winged globe, there 
i a winged divinity atthe upper and lower parts, au- 
tended probably ‘or Isis: the characters are wot sc 
numerous ; the back part is figured alihough in a dif- 
ferent style from the frout, and the whole are. more 
fresh and finely preserved than the figures on the out- 
er sarcophagus. 

The seeond case being opened at the sides, in the 
same manver as the first, exposed the Mammy. 
a body above five feet long, heavy. and sod to the 
touch. A single cloth of a yellowish color enveloped 
it from head to foot, being confined closely to the body 
by three or four narrow strips of white band, under 
which lay the reliques of corresponding black or dark 
hands, eo much decaved as tocrumbile to atoms on be- 
ing touched. Atits feet lay a large collection of beads, 
composed of green and yellow porcelain connected by 
threads, which had ina great measure decayed, and 
thus allowed the net work to fall ia pieces.
